On August 23( i9Ul« * eonaunioation was reoeiTod from 
FREDERIC A. CHASE, ExeoutiTs Saoretazy of the AMERICA FIRST CCUiaTTEB, 
located at Vllshire Boulerard, Suite 3» tot Angeles, California, 
telephone FEderal II 68 , which letter stated that by authorisation of 
the executiTe Board of the AMERICA FIRST COMMITTEE of Southern California, 
they were asking all officers, employees and representativea of the 
AMERICA FIRST COMMITTEE or ita chapters to fill out a questionnaire, 
whioh will he retained in the confidential files of the COMMITTEE, and 
has for its purpose to proTide information whereby oompetent investigation 
can be made if necessary. 

CHASE stated the organisation had already oheoked 
with the files of the Los Angeles Police Department on ohapter officers 
and with the exception of one case no question had been raised as to 
the loyalty of any individual. He stated they were checking further 
on this particular individual.
